A Cargo of American Cattle Seized

LIVERPOOL, May 27.—[By Cable and

the steamship Lake Huron from Mont- 
real, on the ground that plauro-pneu- 
monia existed among the animals, 
show that only one head was suspected

CATHOLIC EMIGRANTS, 
The Pope Asked to Olive them Bish- 
ops of Their Own Raos. 

BERLIN, May 27.—(By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] It is learned here 
that Herr Cahensiy is the principal 
mover in the efforts of Eüropean Cath- 
olic emigration societies to induce the 
Pope to follow district national lines 
in fostering church work among Cath- 
olic emigrants in America, 


Cahensly’s championship of the inter- 
ests of Germans in America has borne 
fruit in frequent instructions to Herr 


Von Schloesser, German representative 


at the Vatican, to use his influence 
whenever he could. The Austro-Hun- 
garian ambassador, it is understood, 
has similar instructions, and Cabensly 
when he went to Rome to present the 
memorial of the conference, was armed 
with letters of approval from many 
prominent European and Canadian 
Catholics. 

Speaking of the nomination of Kat- 
zow as archbishop in America Am- 
bassador Von Schloezer said to Caben- 
sly: This 16 an important act that 
will interest all Prussia.” He added 
that he would warmly congratulate 
and thank thecardinal secretary of 
state for this choice so favorable to 
German interests.

BEET SUGAR. 


Work on the beet sugar factory at 
Chino is being rapidly pushea with a 
large force of men and it is expected 
that they will soon be ready to receive 
beets, which are ripening more rapidly 
than was anticipated. 
Referring to the fact that thousands 
of tons of beet sugar are imported and 
manufactured in the United States, 
and yet that little or none is 
sold on the eastern market as 
such, the Sugar Beet, a Philadelphia 
journal, shows that nearly all the beet- 
sugar made or imported into this coun- 
try passes through the refineries. The 
sugar has had a ready sale in San 
Francisco; and the grocers of Nebraska 
are now keeping in stock beet-sugar 
made at Grand Island. At Spreckels’s 
Philadelphia refinery 75 per cent. of 
allsugar handled is beet-sugar, the 
product is placed on the market at the 
rate of 5000 barrels per diem, and finds 
its way to confectioners throughout the 
country, and no complaint has yet been 
made, thus proving the article to 
be equal to the best West India product. 
Nearly every refinery in the country 
now uses beet-sugar for mixing. If 
the auti-beet sugar men had realized 
the situation, efforts would have been 
made to defeat the successful introduc- 
tion of beet-sugar into our households; 
it is now too late. We have been eat- 
ing beet-sugar for years without know- 
ing it, and itis a waste of time to con- 
tinue the outcry against u product that 
sooner or later is bound to conquer. 
Coéperative beet-sugar factories in 
Germany continue to be profitable to 
farmers and manufacturers, In a re- 
cent publication may be found details 
respecting results obtained in 113 such 
factories. Their average capital is 
$200,000, and theaverage number of tons 
worked during campaign 1888-89 was 
23,000. Average cost per ton of beets 
worked was, for salaries, $0.26; work- 
ing expenses, $0.72; interest on capital; 
$0.38; fuel, $0.62; other items, $0.96; 
total, $2.94. Profits averaged $1.25 per 
ton. Farmers contract to furnish 
beets in proportion to the number of 
shares they own; one share valued at 
$200 demands 100 tons of beets, which 
are purchased at a fraction lower than 
cost of production. Compensation is 
found in the fact that 5. per cent. in- 
terest is allowed on their capital, and 
a premium ot 80 cents to $1.20 per ton 
of beets furnished. All things con- 
sidered, the farmer gets for his beets 
between $6 and $7 per ton, and their 
cost of production is about $2.75. 
It anticipated” that better results 
will ve achieved by the Chino beet 
raisers than bave followed the cultiva- 
tion of beets in any other place. If so, 
it will not be long before the raising of 
sugar-beets becomes one of the most 
important industries in Southern Cali- 
fornia. 


SEARCHING FOR A MARKET. 


Growers of vegetables in the frost- 
less belt of the Santa Monica foothills 
have not done well during the past 
season. The vegetables were all right, 
but the market was not there, or 
rather could not be reached. A large 
acreage of green peas has consequently 
been allowed to go to seed. One 
grower, who shipped two carloads by 
freight, is out of pocket sevéral hun- 
dred dollars, the produce having been 
reported as received in poor condition. 
It is too bad that while people in the 
East are yearning for vegetables in 
winter and paying high prices for them 
our growers have to let them 
go to seed for lack of proper arrange- 
ments to bring the buyer and grower 
together. The business cannot, of 
course, stand the strain of express 
charges of from 7 to 10 cents a pound 


alimit to that. What is wanted is 
arrangements for fast freight trans- 
portation at reasonable rates and com- 
bination among the growers, with one 
or more agents at the other end to look 
after their interests and direct the 
shipments.

SILVER COINAGE. 


Mint Director Leech's Dire 
Predietions. 


HISTORY BELIES HIS THEORIES 


The Examples .of Germany and 
France — Increased Population 
Needs Increased Currency— 
Silver the American Metal. 


In a recent number of the North 
American Review, Hon. Edward D. 
Leech, director of the United States 
Mint, bas an article against the free 
coinage of silver, in which untold evils 
are prophesied should our Government 
adopt that measure. 

One of the most pertinent questions 
which arises in answer to the proposi- 
tions advanced by him is: 

Why did not some of the dire calami- 
ties of bimetallism occur to the na- 
tions of the earth when silver was in 
full favor as money, which was gener- 
ally the case until the influence of the 
large bond holders of some of the prin- 
cipal commercial nations, notably our 
own, at once operated upon them to de- 
moralize silver? | | 

The smooth parum passus of the two 
metals, gold and silver, was little dis- 
turbed until Germany, suddenly find- 
ing herself enriched by the payment, 
cash down, of the vast tribute of the 
equivalent of 51.000.000, 000, mostly 
in silver, she had laid upon France, 
and which she did not expect to re- 
ceive under five years, conceived the 
idea of demonetizing silver and mak- 
ing gold alone the standard of value. 

Why Germany took this action one 
person assigns one reason, another an- 
other reasou; but when we remember 
that several years ago, when the gold 
mines of California and Australia were 
in the height of their production, the 
same nation demonetized gold in favor 
of silver, we may infer that she acted 
with about as much reason in the one 
case as in the other. 

In view of the fact that we are not 
furnisbed with any evidence of the im- 
proved in the commercial 
transactions of the world by reason of 
the demonetization of silver, and re- 
membering that Germany’s action was 
almost immediately seized upon by the 
holders of our bonds (a vast amount of 
which by the way were held by Ger- 
mans), as a lever to demonetize silver 
in this country, and thereby translate 
the wood coin on our bonds, to mean 
only gold, is it not reasonable to say 
that the hurling of silver from its place 
as a circulating medium was done by 
“main strength” and not from natural 
economic reasons? Jnsupport of the 
argument that matural commercial 
laws operated to discontinue silver as 
an equal with gold, the fact that nearl 
all the other European nations fol- 
lowed the example of Germany and 
the United States in their war against 
silver, is instanced, and from that fact 
it is argued that the demonetization of 
silver was a natural commercial conse- 
quence. 

What could the otber nations do 
after an example by such powerful 
leaders? Notwithstandiud this great 

ressure, which had its influence on 

‘rance, she still-majntains her large 
silver circulation, and hasin addition 
about $200,000,000 more gold than we 
of the United States, France, with 
38,000,000 people ‘and $900,000,000 of 
gola—we witk 68,000,000 people and 
$708,000,000 Of ‘gold’ With’ less than 
8500. 000.000 of silver, while France has 
$700,000,000—and France has thus 
maintained this large volume of the 
two metals contiuously, simply be- 
cause there was need of it. there, and 
she merely let it alone. 5 

Why do not the evil consequences 
predicted by the enemies of silver oc- 
cur in France, and why does not all 
the gold leave her and she descend to 
a purely silver basis? as Mr. Leech 
tells us we will do if we have free coin- 
age of silver. On the contrary, her 
treatment of silver is one of the prime 
causes of her prosperity, and instead 
of the refusal of her people to ‘‘accom- 
modate themselves to the use of checks 
and other substitutes for money“ prov- 
ing a disadvantagé to her, it is, on the 
other hand, a most healthful condition, 
and tends to the transaction of busi- 
ness on a cash basis, and avoids the ex- 
pense and wear and tear of deferted 
payments, hatching. interest; for 
checks and other substitutes for 
money.“ mean notes in bank, and 
mortgages to loan and trust companies. 

The large per capita of France, 
$44.55, (while ours is $26.17, if we could 
have it in shape to use It.] enables her 
people to successfully cultivate and 
live on small tracts of land, because 
the plentiful supply of money enables 
them to receive a quick return for 
their products and labor; and keep the 
land in the highest state of cultivation. 

From every country in Europe, save 
France, hordes of immigrants are 
pouring into the United States and 
other comparatively new countries; but 
note the very few French people who 
leave their country. If making mone 
out of one 0 he me 0 
which we are, about the largest pro- 
ducer in the world should lead to the 


terrible disasters predicted, why are 


some of these evils not visited upon 


oo|a country (France) which does not 


produce an ounce of it, but yet illus- 
trates in the highest degree the use of 
that metal as money. 

Mr. Leech says that the production of 
silver has more than doubled since 1873, 
but he takes no account of the enormous 
volume of business and the rapid de- 
velopment of new countries and in- 
dustries since then, sufficient to absorb 
all the increase of silver as money. 
The commercial or bullion value of 
silver contained in the silver dollar, is 
today 80 cents; here then is an im- 
portant difference whieh did not exist 
prior to 1873, when he had free coinage 
of silver,“ says Mr, Leech; but by 
what standard is the silver dollar 
worth only 80 cents except that 
of gold? As a commodity to roll into 
plate, or shape into other articles for 
which it is useful, its’ worth may be 
measured by what it will sell for iu the 
market when to be uged, in the arts, 


but the discussion before the people of 


the United States now is, the availa- 
bility, utility and expediency of the 
use of silver as a meagure of exchange, 
and while there is nothing luherent in 
the quality of the material out of 
which money is manufactured which 
affects its commercial value as money. 
yet silver is more peculiarly suitable to 
us as Money coin, because We are a 
producer of it and it is the only pre- 
cious metal which dan be obtained in 
sufficient quantity for the rapidly- 
growing need of an enlarged volume 
of money. 
The creation of geld as the only 
standard of value is a natural accom- 
paniment, and an achually necessary 
step or aid to the egtpaordinary rise 
and cruel reign of thé money power. 
There is not a millionaire anywhere 
who will not contend What there is an 
abundance of movey'to do the business 
of the country, yet Mr. Leech tells us 
that only 8 per cent. Of the business of

the banks of this country is done in cash. 
man who is possessed of a million of 
dollars; and a gold standard suits him 
because his wants are not measured by 
small coin. But how is it with the 
great mass of people whose daily wants 
never attain to the measure of the 
most common smaller gold coin. 

It is admitted on all hands tnat the 
production of gold isconstantly decreas- 
ing, and thatthe volume of business 
and the demand for money is con- 
stantly increasing, so there must cer- 
tainly come a time, if it is not upon 
us now, when the quantity of gold 
will be insufficient even for the trans- 
action of wholesale business of the 
country. How will we mect the ques- 
tion of regulating the volume of money 


then? Precisely the same objections 


will be urged then as are advanced 
now, and under the same argument. 

Can the predictions as to what will 
bappen outweigh the actual experience 
of men in any particular transaction 
or course of business as to what has 
happened? Mr. Leech says one of two 
things must certainly occur if we 
should adopt free coinage of silver; 
either our gold will be hoarded by 
banks and trust companies and indi- 
viduals, or it will will go abroad to pay 
for silver which will be shipped here 
for sale,and then takes our breath 
away by showing us the vast sum of 
$1, 103,200,000 lying in the laps of Euro- 
pean nations only to be buried at us so 
as to get our gold. Well, suppore 
such a thing could be; that all of Eu- 
rope could and would sweep out of her 
monetary system a actor per- 
forming so important a part as 
her silver coins, and we _ should 
take it all. We would lack 
then more than $130,000,000 of having 
as large a per capituas France; esti- 
mating our population at only 62,000,- 
000 of people. Our total amount of 
money in actual circulation ou Febru- 
ary 1, 1891, was 51.525, 756.251, which 
added to the 81, 108. 200, 000 silver which 
is to overwbelm us from Europe, 
makes $2,628,956.251; while estimating 
our population at only 62,000,000 in 
order to have a per capita of circula- 
tion at $44.50 (France’s is $44.55,) we 
should require $2,759,000,000. So the 
inundation would not be so terrible aft- 
er all, aud after getting it we could 
still take a year’s production of silver 
(estimated by Mr, Leech at 139,000,000 
oz.) in jorder to give us as much money 
in proportion as France has now; 
leaving her and all other European 
nations bare of silver. I suppose we 
might assume that Europe will let us 
have a little gold in exchange for any 
wheat, cotton, meat and all our otber 
productions which we can produce 
cheaper than she can, in the meantime, 
unless the artificial restrictions we 
— chosen to interpose should pre- 
ven 

But say the bankers,“ Tou will choke 
our vaults with a mass of unwieldly 
metal which we are unable to store and 
handle.“ No, silver is, and always 
has been, the money of the people, and 
given a fair chance (along with a fair 
chance to the people) it will remain 
with the people and perform its daily 
service effecting small exchanges. 
Take France again as an illustration; 
(and we must use her experience, be- 
cause her course with and treatment 
of silver is the most perfect instance 
among the advanced commercial na- 
tions) of her large stock of silver nearly 
if not quite $500,000,000 is in active 
circulation among the people, there 
being a little over 5200, 000.000 in her 
banks, and that probably representing 
daily balances. 
In the midst ot healthy and prosper- 
ous conditions of trade which a suffl- 
cient volume of money to transact the 
business of the country would 
produce, the gold hoarder would 
soon find little profit in sulk- 
ing in a corner, aud perceive no 
danger in investing his money among 
a people, and a condition, able and 
willing to yield him a return for it. 

Since writing the foregoing I notice 
the continued vast outflow of gold 
from the United States,and that already 
at least $50,000,000 has left us since 
January 1, of the present year. If 
the last Congress had passed the free 
coinage bill this outflow would have 
been seized upon as a natural conse- 
uence of the passage of the act. 
There does not seem to be any expla- 
nation of it now, but the idea suggests 
itself that as the deprivation of so 
many millions will naturally create a 
stringency in our supply of money, 
bow could we be injured by kaving 
silver dollars to use in the place of 
the gold until our exports can be used 
to bring some of it back. :

At Tehachapi the tourist might ex- 
pect to see, as in his journey across the 
Rockies, boulders, inaccessible cafions 
and eternalsnow. What does he see 
instead? A great plateau of 40,000 
acres ut an altitnde of 4000 feet, in- 
cluding Cumming’s, Bear and Brite’s 
valleys, surrounded by still higher 
mountains, with forests of pine, oak 
and fir, abounding in large and small 
game, and from which streams whose 
perrenial flow, if storage reservoirs 
were built, would be suflicient to irri- 
gate (if irrigation were required) this 
‘large acreage if planted in deciduous 
fruit trees. - 
In Tehachepi Valley there are 
planted in grain We Ive £ 
or 16.000 acres; Cumming's Valley, 
16,000 acres; Brite's Valley, 3200; Bear 
Valley, 3200. In the cafion adjacent 
to these valleys, including Oak Creek, 
say 1600 ucres more, making an aggre- 
gate of 40,000 acres upon which there 
is now growing a most promising crop 
of wheat and barley. Lust year there 
were shipped from this point 400,000 
centals, or 40,000,000 pounds of grain, 
more than was shipped from any point 
between between Los Angeles and 
Tulare. This estimate, based on this 
year’s acreage, which is largely in ex- 
cess of that sown last year, would give 
an average yield of ten centals per 
acre. But the injustice of such a com- 
parison will be apparent when it is 
known that Robert R. Taylor, with his 
combined harvester, barvested from 
1270 acres of hisown land 15,000 cen- 
tals, or an avcrage of 1200 pounds per 
acre. From Peter McFarland’s land; 
2000 pounds per acre. Part of W. II. 
Kuapp's land, 2000 pounds per acre. 
As these lands are located in various 
parts of the valley we are warranted in 
assuming twelve centals as an average 
yield. Now these lands are readily 
rented for one-fourth of the yield, 
which, taking the above asa basis of 
calculation, gives 300 pounds of wheat 
to the acre, or at $1.25 per cental, $3.75 
to the reuter. This at 10 per cent 
would give this whole section a market 
value of $37.50 per acre, and yet the 
spirit of unrest which seems to pervade 
some Californians allows some of this 
choice land to be sold as low us $25 per 
acre. 2

DETROIT, May 27.—By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] After devotional exer- 
cises at the Presbyterian General As- 
sembly, Dr. Johnson reported favora-

Dr. Nichols read the report from the 
Committee on Increase of Ministry 
with particular reference to the recep- 
tion of ministers from other denomi- 
nations. Referred to the Committee 
on Church Policy. 

The standing Committee on Foreign 
Missions reported. The report notes 
the resignation of John C. Lowrie, D. 
D., senior secretary, and the appoint- 
ment of David Gregg, D. D., to be a 
member of the board; also of Secretary 
Thomas Marshall. 

The treasurer’s report for the year 
ending April 30 shows expenditures of 
$973,000, which, with the shortage from 
last year, leaves a deficit ot $90,000. 
An unusually large number of candi- 
dates applied for foreign work last 
year and seventy-three were found 
. qualified and sent out. The aggregate 
addition to the mission churches is 
2875. An increase in the pupils in the 
schools is shdwn, as isthe growth in 


“ss favor of medical missions. The work

Where. 


After reference of overtures to the 
proper committees the recommenda- 
tions of the Committee on Report of 
the Foreign Board were adopted. A 
minute of regret on the death, Monday 
night, of ex-Moderator Van Dyke of 
Brooklyn, was adopted.

At the afternoon session the stand- 
ing Committee on Church Erection re-

‘vear to year. The steady advance of 


ide church requires an advance in 


church erection. The amount of aid 
asked during the last five years bas 
been 81 per cent, more than for the 
five years before that. More than 
half of our 6894 ~ churches give 


nothing to this board. Our in- 


dome for the year has been 5126, 64. 

The aggregate value of church and 
manse property secured by the aided 
churches in the year was almost $400,- 
000, for which the board holds mort- 
gages to hold the property till the 

church abandons it or dissolves. A 
careful estimate of the total value of 
churches and manses owned by the 
churches of the Assembly in the United 
States is $75,000,000. About two-thirds 
of this belongs to the churches in the 
synods of New Yerk, New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania and Baltimore. The 
board wants $150,000 this year, and the 
formation of a large loan fund is rec- 
ommended. 

Dr. Bartlett yielded the floor to Dr. 
Patton, who asked leave to read 80 
much of the report on theological semi- 
naries as bears on the case of Dr. 
Briggs, in order that it may be printed 
and distributed to the Assembly when 
it comes up for action tomorrow. The 
committee replies to so much of the 
report of the Union Theological Semi- 
nervy as bears on Dr. Briggs’s appoint- 
ment or transfer to the chair of bibli- 
cal theology.

The effect 
of a moderate sea and wind on the 
general efliciency of the guns and their 
rauge was a very slight general shak- 
ing of the vessel as the gun platform 
behaved very satisfactorliy. any de- 
tails concerning the steering gear and 
conning tower could be much im- 
proved. 

As to the actnal efficiency of the 
vessel for offensive purposes, the board 
has little data on which to base an 
opinion. 

On May 20 three shots were fired at 
a target towed by the Cushing at a 
speed of 10 knots across the line of 
fire. The Vesuvius steaming 17 knots. 
One of these would undoubtedly have 
struck a vessel. This was considered 
a favorable showing under the circum- 
stances. The board considered the 
fittings and appliances for loading and 
firing very crude, and capable of great 
improvement. 

The board recommends that the guns 
should be carefully ranged; also var- 
ious modifications of defects found, 
and the department has directed the 
board to reconvene and submit a de- 
tailed programme for further tests.

MINING” 1849. 


How “Rocker” Separating Was Cozed on 
in Pioneer Days in Californta. 

The most expensive instrument of the 
early miner was the rocker, which, 
though simple in construction, cost in 
the mines from fifty to a hundred dol- 
lars. In general appearance it was not 
unlike a baby’s cradle as used by our 


grandmothers and as still Fer on the 
t 


frontier’ It consisted of a bottom 
with: two sides that flared outward, and 
an end board at the head, while the foot 
was open save a riffle about an inch and 
a half high at the bottom to catch the 
gold that might pass another riffle across 
the bottom near the middle. At the 
head of the cradle was a hopper about 
eighteen inches square, with a perforated 


sheet iron bottom or wire screen. Un- 


der this was an apron, or board, sloping 
downward toward the head. Two sub- 
stantial rockers under the whole com- 
pleted the simple machine which gave to 
the world millions of dollars. 

The modus operandi may be described 
as follows: Two sticks of wood hewn on 


the upper side were imbedded at the 


river’s brink, one four inches lower than 
the other, on which the rockers: were to 
rest, thus securing a grade in the ma- 
chine to facilitate the outward flow of 
the water and sand. Two miners usual- 
ly worked together as partners. One 
shoveled the earth into the rocker, while 
the other, seated on a bowlder or block 
of wood, dipped the water from the riv- 
er and poured it upon the earth in the 
hopper with one hand, all the time rock- 
ing with the other. When the earth 
was thoroughly washed, he rose, lifted 
the hopper from its place, threw out the 
stones and gravel, replaced it, and thus 
the work went on. As the ground about 
the rocker became exhausted to the bed- 
rock, recourse was had to the bucket, 
and the earth was carried sometimes a 
few rods, making laborious work for the 
miner. 

To keep the rocker going another hand 
would bé employed to carry earth, and 
each would carry two buckets at a time. 
Hard work of this kind suggested im- 
provements in mining. At noon the gold 
and black sand collected above the riffles 


were taken up on a scraper and thrown} 


into the pan, which was carried to the 
river and carefully washed to remove as 
far as possible all but the gold. The 
yield of the forenoon was carried to the 
camp, dried over a blaze, the dry sand 
blown out, and the gold weighed in scales 
or guessed. at,.and poured into the part- 
nership purse and deposited under the 


bed or anywhere else out of sight. Cent- 


Riders tn the Time of Alexander. 

One of the most precious relics of the 
past is a bronze statuette dug up at Her- 
culaneum in 1751,.and thought to be a 
copy of the equestrian statue known to 
have been made of Alexander the Great 
by Lysippus, after the battle of the Gra- 
nicus, when statues of all the brave who 
fell in this initial victory were made by 
the famous sculptor. If it is truly a 
copy of Lysippus’ work we can judge 
from it how the Macedonians managed 
their horses in a hand-to-hand conflict. 
The king is shown sitting on a blanket 
firmly held in place by a breast strap 
and girth. Without dropping the reins 


from his bridle hand he grasps this sub- 


stitute for a SsIdle at the withers, and 
turning full half way to the right and 
looking backward, gives a swinging cut 
with his swo ‘ite „covering as 
ij Aroon thd: ei as the best 
swordsman who evor sat in a saddle. 
The statue is fall of life and natural 
to a degree. If not Lysippus' work, it 


is that of a consummate artist. The po- 


sition shows great freedom of movement 
on the horse, and a seat strong and elas- 
tic. That the Macedonians kept their 
heels well away from the horses’ flanks, 
or rather that they did not rely on their 
— to cling to him, is shown by their 
commonly wearing spurs, a thing the 
Indian usually avoids, and the same 
habit shows clearly in this piece of art. 
—Oolonel T. A. Dodge in Harper's. 
Care of the Hair. 

The hair, like Very other portion of 
the human frame, if uncared for will go 
to waste and eventually drop out. This 
is due to a splitting of the ends of the 
hair, so that the interior oil duct which 
nourishes the hair is exposed, and the 
natural nourishment of the hair runs to 
waste, overflows upon the head, forming 
dandruff, which impedes the growth of 
the hair just as much as the tares among 
wheat. The best means to prevent this 
is a strengthening of the hair, and this 
can easily be accomplished by frequent 
cutting and the use of salt water and 
vaseline. 

Have you ever noticed what bushy 
hair seafaring men have? Did you ever 
see a bald sailor? It is because their 
hair is in constant contact with the in- 
vigorating salt air, and is often wet with 
salt water. A good tonic of salt water 


should contain a teaspoonful of salt toa

A new system of house wiring for elec- 
tric lighting consists of fitting the build- 
ing with continuous tubes of insulating 
material, through which the wires are 
drawn. The tubes are made of paper 
soaked in a hot bath of bituminous ma- 
terial, and are said to be hard, strong
